CHAKLE8TON, Mo.. Sept 13 —A 
small 
cy clone struck the rear coach of the Iron 
M ountain passenger train, No. 47, when it 
h id reached a point about a quarter of 
mile west of the Charleston sta tion, which 
It had left hut a few m inutes before. 
The 
train was mov ing at about tw enty mile 
an hour when the wiud struck it. 
The 
entire train, ex cept the engine, 
was ov er 
turned. 
Two people were killed and one 
was probably fa ta lly in jured, while sev eral 
were more or less seriously hurt. 
The 
killed are: Freddie McClellan, 8 y ears old 
Mrs. Pnrm elia Dempsey , Bertrand, Mo. 
Injured: A. 1). Lehmniug, of A lto Pass 
Ills, pr jbubly fa ta lly ; J am es Coy le, ex press 
messenger, bruised; J ohn Lowen, conduc 
tor; J ohn C.

J list Caught the Rear Car. 
The w hirlw ind came from the south. It 
was not more than thirty y ards in width. 
Y remarkable feature of the cy clone was 
that it passed between two sm all wooden 
houses sta nding on the south side of the 
track, not twenty y ards apart and not 
more than thirty y ards from the track. 
The houses were not injured in the least, 
nt the rear coach of tho train was lifted 
from the track and toppled ov er on the 
north side. 
In its fa ll, this coach ov er­ 
turned tho smoker, and then the baggay e- 
car and then the tender of tho engine, 
The engine itself remained on the track, 
but the rear wheels on the south side were 
elev ated from the rails. 
Freddie McCel- 
land, 3 y ears-old. 
who was iu tho rear 
coach with his mother nnd baby sister,wa s 
thrown through the window as the car 
went ov er, and fell beneath it. 
He was 
ground 
into the 
earth and 
horribly 
mangled. 
Mrs. 
Pnrmelia Dempsey , of Bertrand, 
this county , receiv ed spinal injuries from 
which she died at 8 o'clock la st ev ening. 
None of the trainmen was seriously in 
jured with the ex ception of J im Coy l e,the 
x press messenger. 
He was badly bruised 
by the fa lling of the ex press matter. Con 
doctor J ack Lowen, who was in the aisle 
ta king up tickets, was turned ov er sev eral 
times, but not badly hurt. 
Engineer, lire 
man, mail a gent and brakeman all 
iped injury . 
There were about forty 
issengers on tho train and a ll were more 
or less bruised and frightened. 
Some 
them were hurt 
som ewha t 
seriously 
Those who were not hurt seriously has­ 
tened to free them sdv cs and rescue those 
who were not so fortunate. 
ElTorts were 
being made in this direction when a new 
danger presented itself. Finmes were seen 
in the rear of the train and only for the 
heroic action of Brakeman Cart well an 
ev en worse catastrophe m ight hav e been 
recorded.

FLOUNDER STRIKING. 


A SPORT OF THE NEGROES OF T H E 
SOUTHERN COAST.

Did yon eve r “ strike” a flounder? 
Probably not uni» » - you have lived of 
pu-sed nome time on tho coast of th« 
southern states. 
One lovely A ugust evening, just be­ 
fore sunset, as I stood ou the back porch 
of our sum mer home on tho coast of 
South Carolina, 1 noticed that our boy 
Bob, a great big black cheerful looking 
follow alxiut lb years old, as lazy a ras­ 
cal and as big a thief as his whole raofl 
could produce, » n iiiid to Imj very busy 
over a boat at the little w harf only a 
short distance from the house, and as 
1 stood there w atching him the mystery 
was explained. 
N oticing that I was w atching him 
w ith a good deal of interest, he cam« 
up to the steps, and removing the ta t­ 
tered rim of what was once a felt hat 
said: 
“ B osh man, I ’ze goin ‘» trikin’ floun­ 
der tonight. Like to go ’long? I t ’s easy 
’nuff, ” he said. 
“ Jest put on ole clos« 
that d o n’t m atter ’bout wettin, and I ’ll 
call for you after supjier. ” 
A fter having finished supper and en­ 
joyed a cigar and a stroll on the beach, 
w atching the bathers in the surf and 
spying a distant sail on the horizon, I 
proceeded to dr» •*•» for the occasion. T ak ­ 
ing Bob’s advice, i selected an old pair 
of baseball shoe» , an ancient pair of 
cadet trousers that had stood the test of 
many a dress parade— a relic of my 
“ r a t ” year— a cap of the same descrip­ 
tion and a flannel shirt and a heavy 
coat, for it was cool on the w ater after 
sunset, oven in midsummer, not forget­ 
ting to take a good supply of tobacco 
and a pipe to keep off tho gnats and 
sand flies and a plug of chew ing tobac­ 
co for my companion. 
Negroes always 
claim to be out when a w hite man is 
around. 
I joined Bob at the back door, and w e 
made our way down to the landing. 
Hero wo found a large fiat bottomed 
scow, on one side of which was fixed an 
old grate, in which a fire was burning 
fiercely, w hile at tho other end was a 
huge pile of dry oak, w ith plenty of fat 
pine for kindling. 
Standing 
in the 
boat was a color« d boy of about the samo 
size and blackness of my attendant, 
Whom Bob designated to me as “ my 
m am m y ’s sister Sally’s boy Kufo. ’’ 
G reeting tho grinning liufus, w ho re­ 
plied by scraping the bottom of the boat 
w ith one foot, w hile In* touched where 
his hat would have been had lie w orn 
any, for no such article encumbered his 
woolly crown, we all made ourselves 
comfortable, Bob standing at the bow, 
liufus at the stern, w ith a pole, w hile 1 
was invited to take the middle seat near 
the fire and requested to keep the boat 
clear of water, w hich as soon as we be­ 
gan our journey rushed through th« 
many crevices w ith astonishing rapid ­ 
ity* 
The night was very dark, but lighted 
by our fit o w e began to follow the shore, 
and our flat bottom enabled us to keep 
in very close. 
A nd now came to nio 
w hat was tin* strangest part of the pro 
coed lug. Bob, standing, as I have said, 
in the bow, arm ed w ith a striking pole, 
which is simply a heavy rod about 8 
feet long, w ith a tw o pronged fork at 
one end, kept his eyes fixed on the w a ­ 
ter, which was brightly lit up for sev 
erai foot in front of th« * boat, w hile ho 
held the pole raised in lus right hand. 
All at once, and w ithout a word, he 
suddenly thrust the pede into the w ater 
in front of him, and w ith a chuckle of 
trium ph dashed the polo into tho bot­ 
tom ul 
the boat, and struggling and 
splashing around was a dark fiat object 
about a foot long, w ith two great g ap­ 
ing wounds made by the prongs of the 
fork. 
The flounder was exactly tho col­ 
or of the bottom of the w ater and very 
fiat, and how’ on earth anybody, even a 
hungry negro, could distinguish it w ith 
the boat going at a pretty rapid rate 
was something I could not make out 
and liaxt* never boon able to fathom. 
To be sure, tho w ater was quite shal­

was tho one tha t got aw ay ;’’ but, no, 1 
never knew Bob or any of the other 
many n e g ro e s w hom 1 afterw ord saw 
out “ strikin g” to bo guilty ol' failure.
